CULTIVATION OF SEEDS 


The production of selected seed is 
em subject of the minutest care on 
the part of farmers who make a spec- 
yaite of seed growing. Certain seed 
growing centres in France and Ger- 
many are justly renowned. While 
certain plants breed true to type when 
the seed is brought frem a _ region 
where more favorable climatic con- 
ditions prevail, there are others which 
produce the true type only when rais- 
¢d from seed grown in a higher lati- 
tude. Horticulturists and agricul- 
¢urists are not far wrong when they 
say that seeds brought from a colder 
climate produce earlier and betier 
erops than home grown seed. This is 
the case with the majority of veget- 
abies, and it is partly what has given 
the German seed-growing industry its 
reputation. The cuuliflower geed 
Erfurt owes the great reputation it 
has acquired largely to its Danish 
Copenhagen is indeed beecom- 
me a famous centre for the produc- 
tion of cauliflower seed; the value of 
the annual export reaches $100,090, 
which gives an idea of the world’s 
consumption of this vegetable. 

The oreation of this «pecial indus- 
try dates back forty years. A farm- 
er of Erfurt conceived the idea that 
the moist climate of Denmark should 
be very favorable to’ the development 
of the cauliflower. He requested a 
Danish farmer to make the first trial, 
which @vas a completes success, and 
since that date the cauliflower seeds 
of Copenhagen have supplied the 
wholesale market of Erfurt. Ai first 
Danish horticulture derived very li 


origin. 


tie profit from this fact, on aceouni 
of the agreements made with the Ger- 


man merchants. But. hy dezrées, 


some farmers undertook this industry 


on their own account, a strong com- 
pany was formed, and at the present 
time America gets 80 per cent of its 
cauliflower sced from Copenhazen. 


This suecess and rapid progress are 
due to an intelligent and systematic 
selection. of the types of the plants 
producing seed, and of the seeds them- 
selves, but especially to the physical 
conditions, which favor the extraor- 
dinary development of these planis 
and an abundant yield of seed. The 
seed thus obtamed, sold in another 
country, is found superior to the 
home-grown seed, even under less fav- 
orable climatic and vital conditions, 
and furnishes producks of a splendid 
and precocious developmen€. Put de- 
generation or ioss of strength invari- 
ably follows after the first grencra- 
tion, necessitating 2 renewed supply 
of the original seed. It is now pro- 
ven Ehat the peculiar soil in the vicin- 
ity of Copenhagen has a favorable in- 


fluence, because trials made in other | 


parts of Denmark have not been 
crowned with the same success. The 
atmospheric moisture of the _ sea- 
shore suits the cauliflowers, the more 
so because the long periods of drought 
which check the progress of vegeta- 
tion do not exist there. 


The question of the value and here- 
dity of these aequired characteristics 
still divides the scientifje world. Thc 
biennial and indoor culture applied i: 
cauliflowers evidently modifies consid- 
erably the climatic influence, since 
the strains thus obtained lose in a 
Warmer an¢ dryer southern climate 
their ancestral superiority in the sec- 
ond to the fourth generation. It is 
this faet which obliges farmers to an- 
nually renew their seed and to send
